Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Camelio teaches a method and corresponding system for financing and 
marketing creative work. The method includes registering, by at least one artist, with 
the centralized database, at least one or more projects, offering, by the at least one 
artist, an entitlement related to the artist in exchange for capital for the project of the 
artist. 

Andrus teaches a method and corresponding system for debt financing. An 
investment company receives a plurality of funds from a plurality of unaffiliated capital 
markets investors. The investors in return, receive a debt claim against the investment 
company. 

Neither Camelio nor Andrus teaches accepting from each a plurality of artists one 
or more works of art to be pooled in a collective investment fund and distributing a 
portion of the revenues among the artists participating in the fund according to vested 
interests in the financial instruments held by the artists, wherein each particular artist 
having a vested interest in one of the financial instruments is entitled to receive an 
amount of the revenues based on the collective commercial success of the works of art 
contributed to the fund by all the artists.
